Tue British steamer Sandringham was 
badly injured a few years ago off Cape 
Henry. The Captain of the Sandringham 
applied for permission to have the vessel re- 
paired at the Norfolk (Va) Navy-Yard. See- 
retary Thompson gave the desired permis- 
slon. The dry-dock was prepared to receive 
her, notwithstanding that it was badly needed 
for the repair of some pessels of our own 
navy. The Sandringham was no sooner 
placed in the dock than the British Captain, 
to mark his recognition of the courtesy ot 
the United States, burst forth into a fierce 
tirade against the American navy, its offi- 
cers, and flag, and everything American. He 
had no provocation for this extraordinary 
conduct, which was soon communicated to 
Commodore Hughes, the head of the Norfolk 
Navy-Yard, who immediately ordered that 
no work should be done on the Sandringham 
till he had reported the matter to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and received instruction as 
to his course. The Brifisher’s abuse has 
greatly incensed the American officers, and 
no wonder. 


THERE are good grounds for believing chat 
the anti-Hebrew agitation in Prussia is se- 
cretly supported by Printe Bismarck. That 
statesman’s antipathy to the Jews is of long 
standing. When quite a young man he made 
a speech in the Prussian Diet against them, 
and it was only last year that his son intro- 
duced a bill fixing the limit of the interest 
rate and enacting penalties for usury, and 
the young man made ne secret that the bill 


lenders. The tone of the Government press, 
too, is decidedly hostile to the Jews, and the 
fact that their most violent opponent and de- 
nouncer is one of the Court Chaplains con- 
firms the belief that the Government, if it 
has not instigated the agitation, is in sym- 
pathy with it. The Hebrews, disgusted with 
the intolerance of the German people and 
Government, purpose leaving Germany and 
settling in the United States. The agitation 
is disgraceful to the people who are engaged 
in it, and shows that they are sadly lacking in 
good sense and toleration. 


Tre German press strongly censures the 
British Government for its policy of intol- 
erance towards Ireland. The Land-Leaguers 
will be surprised at the censure coming from 
such a quarter, and it will be the more wel- 
come, perhaps, on that account. It is curious 
that it is only in France that the Irish agi- 
tators have no sympathizers, and yet the 
Irish people have always been ready to 
throw up their hats and shout for France, no 
matter whether the beautiful country is right 
or wrong. During the Franco-Prussian war 
the Irish were as much depressed by accounts 
of German victories as were the French 
themselves. This is on a par with the Irish 
support of the Democratic party in this 
country. 


At the meeting of the New York Board of 
Aldermen yesterday Ald. Morris offered a 
resolution calling on the Corporation Counsel 
to examine the ordinances with a view to 
determining whether there was any in exist- 
ence under which the Passion Play could 
be prohibited, and providing further for the 
framing of an ordinance against such a per- 
formance, which was pronounced an insult 
to any Christian community. The resolu- 
tion was passed with but one dissenting vote, 
and there is a chance that Mr. “Jim” O'Neill 
will not have an opportunity to personate 
the Savior of Mankind on the New York 
boards. 


SECRETARY Evanrts has had much corre- 
spondence with Sir Edward Thornton, the 
British Ambassador, about the absurd re- 
fusal of the Dominion Government to per- 
mit American vessels. of any description, 
from rescuing American or other wrecks in 
Canadian waters. The refusal, or restric- 
tion, or exclusion, or whatever the Cana- 
dians may choose to call it, is not all ridicu- 
lous, but it is inhuman. The correspondence 
between Secretary Evarts and the British 
Minister has been productive of no result so 
far, and it is probable that nothing will be 
done till Secretary Evarts’ successor is ap- 
pointed.

REMARKABLE CASE. 


A Woman Leaves Her Honie to Join 
in the Far West a Husband Who At- 
tempted to Murder Her. 

Correspondence Cincinnati Gazette. 

New ALBANY, Ind., Nov. 19.—In February last 
your eorréspondent furnished the readers of the 
Gazette with the details of the most savage 
butchery that ever took place in Southern In- 
diana,—the attempted murder by David 8. 
Mauck, of Washington Township, Harrison 
County, of his wife, Mary J. Mauck, and his 
servant-girl, Sarah Vaughn: Mauck was a 
farmer and lime- burner, and had always lived 
apparently happily with his wife. About a 
month before the tragedy Mrs. Mauck had 
borne him a child. For two days Mauck had 
been absent at his limekiln barreling ume for 
shipment. At 2 o'clock on the morni of Feb. 
17, 1880, he returned quietiy. to iis home, 
armed with an ax and a heavy bindgeon. 
Stealthily entering the house he found his wife 
and infant child asleep in one bed, and in an- 
other bed in the same room Sarah Vaughn lay 
asleep. With the ax he struck his sleeping wife 
a terrific blow on the right side of her forehead, 
cutting into her right eye and crushing the 
skull. Then with the bludgeon he struck her 
several blows on the head and shoulders. She 
made ho outcry and hever moved after receiv- 
ing the first biow. Awaketied by the noise made 
by the demon, Sarah Vaughn sprang from her 
bed, but only to encounter the maddened butch- 
er, who struck her with the poll of the ax and 
they finished his work upon her with tne 
biudgeon. She received in all over a dozen 
blows, one of which knocked off two of 
Her fingers. He left both the women for 
dead and fied, and though the most diligent 
effort, coupled with an indictment and heavy 
reward, was put forth to, discover his where- 
abouts, no trace of him could be found. The 
women were discovered next morning. both 
alive. But for six weeks they lay insensible. 
Strangely enough, in the course of four or five 
months both recovered. 

And now comes the strangest 8 to this 
terrible tragedy. Wednesday night Mary J. 
Mauek arrived in this city accompanied by her 
father-in-law, the father of her husband, who 
came to place her on the cars for a trip, as they 
both said, to Lincoln, Neb., on a visit to her 
brother-in-law, with whom she gave out she in- 
tended to reside for several months, It trans- 
pired to-day, however, that it was the husband 
who had attempted her butchery she was going 
to meet. To a gentleman in this city who was 
acquainted with the particulars of thé tragedy, 
she said she was going to join her husband: that 
before that fearful night he had always treated 
her Kindly; that she loved him and he must have 
been crazy when he crushed her skull with the 
ax, and followed up his murderous work with 
the bludgeon. She said she knew where he was, 
and, though the journey was a long one, and 
Carried der far away from home and friends, 
she would take it willingly, because, she said, 
“love him more than ail else in this world. 
He'll never hurt or mistreat me again; I know 
he will not.” And such is woman's love and 
woman's simdle faith in man. May Mary Mauck 
meet that tender reception, and pass the re- 
mainder of her days in that peace and hap 
ness her self-sacrific love merits. “ David 
must have been crazy when he struck me.“ she 

d in her simplicity. for he always loved 
me.“ 80 let it be hoped, and also that he may 
never have another mental lapse.

JAMES C. WATSON. 


SUDDEN DEATH. 
THE RESULT OF LACK OF PROPER CARE. 
Spetial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
MAnison, Wis:, Nov. 23.—Prof. James C. 
Watson, Director of the Washburn Ob- 
servatory at the State University, and Pro- 
fessor of Astronomy of that institution, died 
at 6 o’clock this morning of inflammation of 
the.bowels.. Prof. Watson came here a year 
anda half ago from the Observatory of 
Michigan, to take charge of the Washburn 
Observatory. The Observatory, as original- 
ly designed, was then being constructed. 
Prof. Watson took charge of it and has been 
the master spirit ever since. As originally 
planned, the Observatory was found too 
small, and this summer it was enlarged 
to nearly twiee the capacity. Prof. Watson 
atthe same time commenced the construe- 
tien of a solar observatory in which he put 
some $3,000 of his own money. The rest 
dence of the President of the University, a 
building near the Observatory on University 
Hill, had been assigned him, which it was 
NECESSARY TO RENOVATE. 
Work on all these buildings was superin- 
tended by the Professor, and during the cold 
weather which is now oh he did not relax 
his effurts to complete the buildings. This, 
in addition to his usual night-work at the 
Observatory, proved too much for his own 
constitution, and he was prostrated with a 
severe cold. He had so far recovered yester- 
day morhing as to go into 
THE CELLER OF HIS HOUSE, 
where the plasterers were at work. The 
damp plaster caused a chill to strike him, re- 
sulting in a violent attack of iiflammation of 
thé bowels: The best of medical aid was 
summoned, but this new phase of the dis- 
ease, added to his previous enfeebled condi- 
tion, proved too much for the best doctors, 
and he continued to sink gradually. and 
passed away at 6 o’clock this morning. His 
sudden death has east a deep gloom over 
our city. The Regents of the University 
held a meeting this afternoon, and appointed 
a committee to accompany the remains to 
Atin Arbor, Mich., where the funeral will 
take place. The universal feeling here is 
that our University will never be able fo fill 
this dearly-beloved Professor’s place, and 
that our University has received a hard blow 
in his death. | 
A es TO THE WORLD. 
To the Western Associated Press, 
MILWAUKEE, Nov. 23.—JamesC. Watson, the 
eminent astronomer in charge of the Wash- 
burt Observatory of the Wisconsin State Uni- 
versity, at Madison; died at his home this morn- 
ing of congestion of the bowels, after a few 
days’ illness. Prof. Watson removed from the 
University of Michigan and assumed. charge of 
the Wisconsin University Observatory about a 
year and a halt ago, after twenty years in his 
former position, He was one of the best-known 
astronomers in this country, and his losss will 
de keenly felt in scientific circles throughout 
the world.

A BRILLIANT CAREER. 
ITS UNTIMELY CLOSE.

ANN ARBOR; Nov. 23.—Prof. James Craig 
Watson, for many years connected with 
Michigan University as Director of the Ob- 
servatory and Professor of Astronomy, died 
at 8 o’clock this morning, at Madison, Wis., 
after an illness of only nine days. He was 
born in Middlesex (now Elgin) County, 
Canada West, June 28, 1838. His parents re- 
moved to this city when he was a child, and 
he entered the University as student. when 
only 15 years of age, graduating at 19. Before 
he took his first degree he was able to write 
with correctness French and German, and 
reputation by 
numerous contributions to the American 
Journal of Science. He possessed 

A WONDERFUL MEMORY, 
and while an undergraduate committed to 
memory long passages of Greek, Latin, and 
German, which his mind held with tenacity, 
and whieh he sometimes in after years re- 
peated to litimate friends to their greatest 
astonishment: Immediately after gradua- 
tion he was employed as an assistant at the 
Observatory, Where he had already become 
the brilliant pupil of Prof. Brunnow. His 
extraordinary success caused the recommen- 
dation by leading astronomers of the country 
of his appointment as Director of the Obser- 
vatory and Professor of Astronomy in 1863, 
upon Prof. Brunnow’s resignation, and he 
held these positions until he resigned to ac- 
cept a similar position at Madison University 
in the fall of 1878, superior facilities for the 
continuance of his study being offered there. 
When appointed Director he was 

BUT B YEARS OF AGE. 
His rapid suecession of discoveries showed 
that he was fast advancing to the front rank 
in the scientific world. During his connec-’ 
tion with the University he discovered twen- 
ty-three planets, besides the more important 
discovery of the planet Vulcan in 1878. For 
these discoveries he received the award of 
the gold medal from the French Academy of | 
Science in 1870, was made a member of 
the National Academy of Sciences in 1867, 
the Ameriean Philosophical Society tn 1877, 
the Royal Academy of Science in Italy in 
1870, and in 1875 a Knight Commander of the 
Imperial Order of the Medjideh of Turkey and 
Egypt. The degtée of Doctor of Philosophy 
was conferred upon him by the University 
of Leipsic: and Yale College, and that of 
Doctor of Laws by Columbia College.

GOV. GRAY 
was then presented, and sald: 

It has been my fortune to take up the duties 
laid down by the late Governor of Indiana; who 
now lies before you. I assure you I have done 
so with the utmost solicitude, that I may be 
able to discharge the duties faithfully and well. 
In the loss of Gov. Williams, Indiana has not 
only lost a good and useful man, but one of her 
best citizens. Itcan truthfully be said, a great 
man has fallen. He was noted for gréat simplici- 
ty of character, unflinching integrity, thorot#h 
honesty, and a merciful heart. 

At the close of Gov. Gray’s remarks, 

SENATOR M DONALD, 
on behalf of the eitizens of Indianapolis, 
formally committed the remains to the citi- 
zens of Knox County. In his remarks hé 
paid a glowing tribute to deceased, citing 
the fact that by successive steps he had risen 
until, from the Governor’s chair, he was 
called to the higher reward of the just. 
THE ORATION 

was then delivered by the Hon. Henry S. 
Cauthorne, of this city, Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, and a warm per- 
sonal friend of the deceased. It was 4 re- 
view of the public life and services of the 
deceased, and closed with a glowing eulogy 
to the rare virtues of one of the greatest 
citizens Indiana had ever held. He also 
pointed it as au example well worth the 
study of Indiana’s young men.

THE INAUGURATION BALL. 

Prof. Baird, Secretary of the Institution, said 
yesterday that he thought it probable that the 
Regents would be unwilling to grant the appli- 
cation to use the new Museum Building for an 
inaugural ball without the sanction of Congress.

SCHOOL-BOOKS IN MINNESOTA.

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT, 
To the Editor of The Uhicago Tribune. 

Jourer, II., Nov. 2.—I see that many ot the 
papers of this State have accepted the view ex- 
pressed by THE TRIBUN®S, that the effect of the 
late amendment to our State Constitution ex- 
tends for one year the terms of those county 
officers whose terms would otherwise expire in 
1881. 

Is this view correct? The new Constitutionai 
Amendment, admitting that it is adopted, reads 
as follows: 

In each county of this State there shall be 
elected the following county officers: At the 
general election to be held, on Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November, A. D. 188, a County 
Judge, County Clerk, Sheriff, and ‘Treasurer: 
and, at the election to be held on Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November, A. D. 18814, a 
Coroner and lerk of the Circuit Court 

who may be ex-officio Recorder of 
— except in counties having 060. 
000 and more inhabitants, in which 
counties a Recorder of Deeds shall be elected at 
the general election in 1884). Each of said 
officers shall enter 4 — duties of his office, 
respectively, on the first Monday of December 
after his election: and shall hold their re- 
spective oflices fur the m of four years, and 
until their successors elected and qualified. 
Provided, that no person having once been 
elected to the office of Sheriff or Treasurer shall 
be eligible to reslection to said office for four 
— after the expiration of the term for which 
shall have been elected.“ 

Reading this as it is written, I would say that 
it does not in any manneraffect the terms of the 
offices of County Judge, County Clerk, Sheriff, 
and Treasurer until the year 1882, nor that of 
Coroner and Clerk of the Circuit Court until the 
year 1884. Consequently the terms of such 
officers must be regulated by the constitutional 
provisions and laws in force at the time of their 
election. 11 

Sec. 8, Art. 10. which this amendment super- 
sedes, reads as follows: : 

In each county there shall be elected the fol- 
rs: County Judge, Sheriff,

veyor, and Coroner,—each of whom shall enter 
upon the duties of his office, respectively, on the 
first Monday in December after their election; 
and they shall hold their respective offices for 
the term of four years, except the Treasurer, 
Sheriff, and Coroner, who shall hold their offices 
for two years, and until their successors shall be 
elected and qualified.” 

It will be noticed that this provision of the 
Constitution of 1870 fixed the terms of the dif- 
ferent county officers, but did not mention the 
years in which the elections should be held. The 
statute fixed the time when the different officers 
should be elected. 

As a matter of history, it may stated that 
the Schedule ot the Constitu tion of 1870 au- 
thorized all persons then in office to compiete 
the term for whigh they were elected; and the 
laws afterwards passed provided for the new 
terms to commence and the elections to be held 
in the year in which the preceding terms ended.

The fraud in this in- 
stance has been so glaring, and is how so 
frankly avowed, that it ought to require but 
a short time to expose it and set it aside. It 
may even be expected that the correction of 
fraud in this instance will not encounter re- 
sentment at the South, as Chalmers is said to 
be unpopular among his own people. In the 
City of Vicksburg, and that county, the polls 
were not opened at all in three of the vot- 
ing-precincts; of course, these precincts 
were largely Republican. The election 
judges refused to throw out the Republican 
tickets in the other precincts because they 
contained a printer’s dash between the 
names, but the Election Commissioners, at 
the demand of Chalmers, availed themselves 
of this pretext, and Lynch's vote was thus 
cut down in that county from 2,086 to 57. 
The exposure of these frauds before Con- 
gress ought to lead up to broader and more 
efficient means for protecting the integrity 
of the ballot-box and the count. Otherwise 
the hope of fair elections in the South may 
as well be abandoned for all time.

Tun collapse of two or three so-called 
“bucket-shops” in this city is not an event 
to be deplored, but rather an occasion for 
general rejoicing. These institutions are 
but little above the plane of pool-rooms, 
policy-shops, or the game of keno.“ They 
offer facilities for gambling to the men of 
small means,—the clerks and boys employed 
by merchants and dealers. Those who play 
at this game bet their money on the price of 
wheat, or corn, or produce, or what not, and 
the “ Exchange” takes all bets that are made 
on both sides, absorbing the margins of those 
who lose and pretending to pay those who 
win. The theory is that the losers and 
winners will make an average, and 
yieid the proprietors of the “bucket-shop’’ 
the commissions which are charged upon 
the deals. But when the drift of specula- 
tion ruhs very dedidedly one way or the 
other, the balance is disturbed, and the Ex- 
change is forced to suspend. The proprie- 
tors and managers of the recently bank- 
rupted “pbucket-shops trace their collapse 


to the boom in prices, but the same result 


would have followed any decided depression 
in prices. It is only when speculation is 
running evenly, when prices’ range up and 
down, and when the outside gamblers are 
divided among the bulls and bears, that such 
institutions can be self-sustaining. In the 
meantime a limited career furnishes a 
temptation to the unwary, and the “ bucket- 
shops,“ as long as they last, are little more 
than schools for the education of gamblers 
and vagabonds. They ought to be suppressed 
by law. 125 2 


Tun Common Council has again postponed 
the consideration of the smoke ordinance for 


two weeks. There is evidently a lack of 


appreciation in the Council, aside from two 
or three Aldermen who have interested 
themselves especially, of the importance of 
this matter. ‘This same subject is receiving 
serious attention in other cities. In Cincin- 
nati, where it is under discussion, one of the 
eity Aldermen quoted the English statutes, 
which show that many years ago the 
suppression of smoke was strictly en- 
forced by the general laws of Parlia- 
ment. The Railway act of the Kingdom 
requires that the locomotive engines shall be 
constructed upon the principle of consum- 
ing their own smoke, and a penalty of £5 is 
imposed for every day in which an engine is 
used that fails to comply with the law. There 
is also a general law which requires all fur- 
naces in factories of any kind, whethera 
steam engine be used or not, to consume the 
smoke generated from the fire. Nearly 
twenty years ago “An Act to abate the 


_ nuisance arising from smoke of furnaces in 


the metropolis and from steam vessels above 
London bridge was passed and made 
especially applicable to London. A later 
act declares that every chimney emitting 
black smoke is a nuisance, and vigilant in- 
spection and heavy penalties are emvloyed to 
abate such nuisance. It is out of all keeping 
with the spirit of the American people that a 
city like Chicago should be a generation be- 
hind London in a matter that affects public 
health and comfort. The ordinance which 
has been prepared simply provides that 
every individual or corporation shall abate 
the nuisance in the manner which shall 
seem best, and the public has a right to de- 
mand this much. 


GOLD AND SILVER. 

The American people have, during the last 
five years, grown remarkably distrustful of 
the politicians who, under the guise of bank- 
ers, and brokers, and Wall street gamblers, 
undertake to dictate the financial policy of 
the Government. 


anxious to know who is to be the next Seere- 
tary of the Treasury, and they are éspecially 
concerned lest the present Congress adjourn 
without repealing the Silver act, or at least 
suspending the further coinage of silver 
dollars. 

These persons have three distinct proposi- 
tions to which they attach great importance, 
and which they most earnestly appeal to 
Congress to enact. These are (1) the de- 
monetization, or, which is the same thing, 
the retirement, of the greenbacks; and (2) 
the demonetization of the silver dollar, or, 
which amounts to nearly. the same thing, a 
suspension of its coinage. These two 
measures having been adopted, they will 
open the way for the third scheme,—an 
avalanche of National bank note paper. 
Silver dollars and greenbacks are both legal- 
tender and a debt-paying ctrrrency. National- 
bank notes are not debt-paying currency, and 
the adoption of these measures, therefore, will 
have the effect of reducing the debt-paying 
currency of the country to guld. That is the 
great end sought, and with nothing less will 
these persons be content. To accomplish 
this result at the approaching session of Con- 
gress they will direct their energies and their 
means of persuasion and coercion. The con- 
traction they propose is always of legal- 
tender, debt-paying money, and the expansion 
they propose is of non-legal-tender and non- 
debt-paying currency. They are willing to

a large supply of gold. Ithas not been volun- 
tary upon the part of European Governments, 
nor wilt it continue a day longer than they 
cau help it. The scarcity of gold in the 
world’s use is already alarming all the Gov- 
ernments of Europe. Germany, which fool- 


| ishly undertook to demonetize silver and 


make gold the only legal money, has sus- 
tained an immense loss, and was compelled 
to suspend the change. It has beet impos- 
sible for Germany to retain the gold received 
in exchange for her silver, and consequently 
she has about $125,000,000 of silver still in 
elreulation as a legal-tender, besides an issue 
of legal-tender paper. With her the attempt 
to make gold the exelusive legal-tender 
money has been so disastrous that it has 
been practically abandoned. ‘The whole 
amount of gold in the Imperial Bank of 
Germany at the latest reports was only 
$47,000,000, and the bank has long since re- 
fused to pay large drafts in gold. 

The gold in England and France has been 
so heavily drawn upon to supply exports to 
this country that there is deep solicitude in 
both countries as to the threatened famine in 
that metal. 

It has not escaped notice that gold pro- 
duction of the world has largely fallen off of 
late years. Our gold deposits have been 80 
industriously worked that last year they had 


tallen off to but little over $25,000,000, when 


the annual product averaged $50,000,000 to 
$60,000,000 for several years. Since 
1873 the Australian product has de- 
clined in nearly the. same proportion, 
and the mines which in 1873 yielded $37,500,- 
000 now give up about $17,000,000. The an- 
nual supply of gold has suddenly fallen off 
in round figures 50 per cent, while the uses 
for gold, outside of coinage, have largely in- 
creased, particularly within the last four 
years. The general revival of business, de- 
manding an increase of the world’s money, is 
encountered by this decline in the world’s 
product of gold, and this fact must, and that 
within a short time, have a strong force in 
determining the question as to whether all 
nations will not be compelled to an interua- 
tional arrangement for the use of silver as 
money upon ‘some fixed proportion of value 
with gold. 

The growing scarcity of gold in Europe 
tends of necessity to increase its value, and 
to depreciate the values of all other forms of 
property. To make gold the only debt- 
paying money would be to advance the value 
of every form of indebtedness, public and 
private. The value of property, measured 
by the standard of scarce and dear gold, 
would diminish enormousiy. With prop- 
erty measured by gold, forever growing 
scarce, it may take in a brief time 500 acres 
of land to pay a debt for which 200 acres 
may now bea fair equivalent, and take 100 
busheis of wheat to pay an amount of in- 
terest in gold for which thirty bushels will 
now suffice. 

It is as well that the country should give 
these gentry who are seeking to reduce the 
debt-paymg money of this country to gold 
coin notice that no such scheme can be suc- 
cessfully carried into operation. The Amer- 
ican people are tired of these ceaseless efforts 
to make the Treastry of the United States 
the mere organ of Wall street. Congress 
will not at this session, despite the recom- 
mendations of the Treasury Department, de- 
monetize either the greenbacks or the silver 
dollar, nor doany act to reduce the debt-pay- 
ing money of this country to gold coin. There 
is no nation now whieh has gold as its ex- 
clusive legal-tender, debt-paying money, and 
mere is ho reason why the United States 
should, at the dictation of Wall street, try an 
experiment which has been tried and repu- 
diated by all the nations of the earth, 


WHY RATE OF INTEREST CONTINUES 
TO FALL IN ENGLAND. 

The plethoric condition of the money mar- 
ket in all the prosperous countries of the 
world is now the subject of comment and 
wonder. The condition is phenomenal, but 
it may be traced by investigation to certain 
natural causes. 

England may be properly regarded as the 
world’s treasury. London has been the 
centre for all great monetary transactions. 
The surplus wealth or loanable capital of 
Great Britain exceeds that of all the other 
countries of Europe combined. The Batik 
of England holds the exchequer and governs 
the rate of interest not only at home but 
abroad. English consols, drawing 3 per 
cent interest, are now worth par for the first 
time in nearly thirty years, and the current 
rate of interest established by the Bank of 
England on call loans is only g per cent. 
It is here that the most significant influences 
upon the money supply must be sought. 
England first began to accumulate great 
wealth after the termination of the war with 
France, or, perhaps, more correctly speak- 
ing, after resumption had been declared a 
few years later. Its 
wealth, then becoming developed for the 
first time, were coal andiron. It was with 
the general introduction of steam as a motor 
and the building of railroads and iron steam- 
ships that England entered upon its mone 
tary supremacy. It had the coal and iron to 
to sell. It supplied the European countries 
with much of their fuel and their railroad 
and manufacturing material, and ali their

gas-works. It established vast manufactur- 


ing enterprises of its own, which added new 
sources of wealth. Money from the profits 
of trade accumulated at a rate previously 
unknown. The spirit of enterprise in the 
other nations of Europe and the countries 
of the New World turned to England for 
assistance. The surplus capital of Great 
Britain eagerly sought foreign investment 
and commanded high interest. Loans ac- 
cumulated till English capital in foreign 


countries and British colonies amounted té | 


not less than double the Pritish national debt, 
or eight billions of dollars, and the annual 


income from foreign loans was estimated 


at about 100,000,000 pounds sterling, or $500,- 
000,000. The bulk of this interest was added 
to the surplus wealth from year to year. 
During the fifty years between 1825 and 1875 


‘England’s loanable capital was constantly 


and rapidly increasing. But a few years ago 
England was shut off by various causes trom 
the system of foreign investments which had 
furnished an outlet for her surplus money. 
The United States not merely ceased to be a 
great borrower, but returned to her large 
sums of her borrowed money. The Turkish 
market for investment was closed py the in- 
ability of the Turks to pay the interest on 
the capital already advanced. Egypt no 
longer offered desifable investments. The 
South American Governments showed signs 
of repudiating the debts they uwed already, 
and Mexico stopped payment. It was dis- 
covered that the British colonies were 


carrying debts out of proportion to their

population and resources, and Russia 


had borrowed as much as was safe 
to lend her. The progressive European 
nations had built their railroads and facte- 
ries and had begun to accumulate surplus 
capital of their own. The manufacturing 
interests of Great Britain had been dével- 
oped to the utmost limit of profit, and 

began to be tegarded as a glut in the English 
market. From this time on interest began to 
decline. Three per cent consols began to In- 
erease in value when English capital could 
no longer find safe foreign investments at 5 
or 6 per cent; when American securities

In the United States a somewhat different 
sequence of events has produced much the 
same result, The lative and extrava- 
gant period following the War, and partly 
incident to the continued system of an irre- 
deemable ahd depreciated currency, resulted 
in a general panic. Then shrinkage and re- 

ment set in. It was the common pur- 
pose of the country to curtail all needless 
expenditures. Indulgence in foreign luxu- 
ries was the first to feel the curb. The im- 
ports from abroad were cut down at a rate 
which would not have been believed possible 
afew years before. Railroad-building and 
new enterprises were suspended. The Gov- 


ernment, the corporations, and the people 


began to economize in every practicable 
way. Then came a succession of three or 
four enormous crops, and at the same 
time an exceptional demand for for- 
eign consumption, In the meantime 
a protective tariff shut off the compett- 
tion of cheap foreign goods. The American 
securities held abroad were called in as pay- 
ment for American produce. Then gold be- 
gan to come into the United States. It was 
soon evident that capital was accumulating 
in this country. There was no investinent 
for it abroad, since the greater supply of 


money in England and other European coun- 


tries enabled the possessors thereof to estab- 
lish lower rates of interest than American 
capitalists would compete for; besides, the 
demand for loans had fallen off everywhere. 
As a consequence American rates of interest 
began to decline. Government rates were 
reduced from 6 to 4 per cent, and 3,65 is now 
the highest figure at which refunding is dis- 
cussed. Municipal and private corporations 
which had previously paid 7 per cent for 
money were able to secure it at5percent. Pri- 
vate borrowers who had been paying from 8 to 
10 per cent were able to renew their loans or 
make new ones at from 6 to 7 per cent. The 
rates on call loans were reduced from 5 to 3 
per cent. And now surplus American capi- 
tal is seeking profitable investment on all 


sides. It is going rapidly into new railroads 


and extensions and improvements of those 
already built. The prospect is that within 
the next five years the development of the 
country will proceed at a rate which was un- 
patalleled even during the half-dozen years 
preceding the panic of 1873. 

The present outlook is that the rates of 
interest on loanable capital will continue to 
decline still further. This prospect promises 
a prosperous period for some time to come. 
It will assure a more liberal expenditure in 
publie and private enterprises. It will ma- 
terially lessen the burden to every man who 
is now in debt. It will encourage building of 
all kinds, It will enhance the value of real 
estate in even larger proportion than the 
value of the improvements that shall be 
added. It will help the farmers, the labor- 
ers, and the poor men to enjoy more of the 
comforts of this life than they have had 
heretofore. It will induce the rich men to 
spend their money more freely, both for per- 
sonal gratification and for the public benefit. 
The endowments of public charities and of 
institutions of learning and art will be more 
frequent and liberal. The Government itself 
will the more readily undertake vast schemes 
of public improvements. All these new en- 


terprises will make work plenty and wages 


higher. The present condition ot things 
forecasts general and generous prosperity 
for many years to come; it is to be hoped 
that it may be enjoyed without that excess of 
indulgence which will surely bring reaction 
and panic,

A THREATENED REVOLUTION IN BAVAL 
ARCHITECTURE. 


The construction of the new iron war 
yacht Livadia, recently built on the Clyde 
for the Czar of Russia, and the success which 
has already attended its experimental trips, 
would seem to indicate that we are on the 
verge of a thorough revolution in naval ar- 
chitecture. Hitherto all shipbullders have 
proceeded upon the assumption that the three 
fundamental requisits of a vessel are length, 
narrowness of beam, and depth of hold. The 
tests as applied to the Livadia show that this 
assumption is wrong and that the requisits 
are length, breadth, and light draft. The 
Czar’s yacht is constructed upon these prin- 
ciples, and when the models and measure- 
ments as made by the Russian engineer were 
submitted to the Clyde shipbullders they 
laughed at them and predicted not only that 
such a vessel could not stand heavy seas, but 
that she could not make any material head- 
way, whatever her propelling power. They 
wentahead, however, and built the vessel, and 
when she was launched and steamed down 
the Clyde out into the Irish Channel, passing 
everything on the way, and meeting with no 
apparent resistance from the sea, they looked 
on with astonishment, almost doubting the 
evidence of their own senses. The Livadia 
is shaped very nearly on the model of asoup- 
tureen. Perhaps a better illustration would 
be a duck,—which fowl, skimming along 
swiftly and easily on the top of the waves, 
may have suggested the idea to the Russian 
designer. The Cxar's yacht is 235 feet in 
length and 153 feet in breadth, so that her 
breadth is about two-thirds her length, and 
is fully four times as wide as an ordinary 
ocean steamer. If four of our large-sized 
lake propellers could be lashed or bound to- 
gether into one common framework this 
“fleet” might give some idea of the relative 
width to her length of the Livadia. The hull, 
which issteel-clad, is only about six feet above 
the water-line, the space above that being 
devoted to sumptuous cabins, corridors, and 
apartments for the use of the Royal family, 
and, as she draws but seven feet of water, 
and her bottom is flat, and without any keel 
to speak of, it will be seen that she moves 
upon the surface of the water like a plank or 
raft, and thus does not encounter the tre- 
mendous force and resistance of the waves 
which seagoing vessels submerged from 
twenty-five to thirty teet in the water have 
to encounter. Any one who has sailed the 
seas knows the fearful force of these waves 
in a storm, and the manner in which ordinary 
vessels pitch and roll in their efforts to 
plunge through and overcome the tremen- 
dous resistance, describing angles anywhere 
from 25 degrees to right angles, but 
the Livadia, while in the Bay of 
Biscay, one of the stormiest places in 
the world, encountered a full Biscayan gale, 


and yet the angle of her roll was never above 


4 degrees, nor the angle of her pitch above 5 
degrees! Oneof her passengers, writing to 
the London Times, says: Her behavior was 
far superior in every way to that of vessels of 
ordinary construction. Thedinner-table was 
served just as if the ship were at anchor in 
port, at the full hight of the gale; the broad 
covered gallery, which extends all round the 
open deck, was never reached by the sea, and 
hardty by the spray, except at the hight of 
the storm.” The lightness of the vessel, her 
buoyancy, het ehormous lifting power, the 
ease with which she sails along the surface, 
and the immunity of her flat bottom from 
the pounding of the waves, are not her only 
good qualities. With her powerful engines 
and two large propellers, one on either side 
of her rndder, she can easily steam sixteen 
knots (eighteen miles) per hour, which is 


equal to the maximum speed of the swiftest 
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The success of the Livadia opens up the 
prospect of a complete revolution in the 
science of marine architecture, noe must 
have a powerful influence in changing the 
methods of navigation and transportation. 
When vessels come to be constructed upon 
the model of the Livadia, the térrors of a 
sea voyage, and even its discomforts, are re- 
duced te the minimum. The passage of the 
ocean in winter or in its most stormy periods 
can be made with comparative comfort and 
immunity from danger, and passengers, liv- 
ing in a floating hotel as it were, upon the 
surface of the sea, will also avoid the ex- 
posure of health and the wretched discom- 
forts arising from riding in the hold of a ves- 
sel, with its impure air and bad ventilation. 
For war purposes also vessels of this class 
will révolutionize the present methods. 
Strongly armored with steel, swift 
sallers, aceurate in ranges and flr- 
ing, since the aim of the gunner 
is not interfered with by the plunging of the 


craft, rising but a short distance out of the 


water,—for the superstructure of the Livadia 
would not be necessary,—and able by their 
light draft to run close in shore, they would 
be powerful engines of destruction. Their 
éatrying power will also be very great. A 
vessel like the Livadia can curry from 6,000 
to 8,000 troops, or a brigade of artillery with its 
guns, and easily land them, andit adds to their 
effectiveness that they can be increased to al- 
most any size, since the longer and broader 
they are the safer they are. It is almost im- 
possible to overstate their advantages in a 
commercial sense. They will not only carry 
much greater cargoes of live stock, grain, 
and merchandise of all sorts, but carry them 
in safety. There is hardly a vessel that 
crosses the ocean with cattle or horses 
but has to lose a part of them 
in rough weather, and the number of 
grain-carrying vessels lost every season from 
shifting of cargoes is something appalling. 
Almost every port will be opened to com- 
merce. Now the large seagoing vessels can 
only enter harbors having from twenty-five 
to thirty feet of water. The new vessels 
would be able to enter any of our ports from 
Galveston to Portland. There would be no 
need of jetties at the mouth of the Missis- 
sippi, for these broad-beamed vessels, draw- 
ing but seven feet of water, regardless of jet- 
ties or bars, would steam up the Mississippi 
to Memphis, and for most of the year to 
Cairo, taking on wheat, ¢orn, and cot- 
ton for Europe direct, and up the 
Hudson to Albany for cargoes. By 
simply widening the locks these huge 
craft would come up the St. Lawrence 
and through the Welland Canal to all our 
lake ports, and the problem of direct trade 
with Europe would be solved. In every 
feature of transportation, whether for pleas- 
ure-travel, for the carrying on of war, or for 
the development of commerce, the Livadia 
promises to be the pioneer of fleets of vessels 
that are destined to work a revolution 
whose results and influences upon the world 
can hardly be calculated, while at the same 
time they bid fair to strip the very ocean of 
its terrors and to curb its power so that 
man’s control will not stop with its shores.

He would go out of office then were it 
not for the fact that the Constitution provides 
in the twentieth section of the sixth afticle 
that the term of Office of the Probate Judge 
“shall be the same as that of the County Judge, 
and shall be elected at the same time and in the 
game manner.” The time for electing a County 
Judge having been put forward to 1882, that of 
the Judge of the Probate Court is by the lan- 
guage of the Constitution necessarily car- 
ried along with it. It is also a question 
whether all the Coroners elected this 
month will not hold office until 1884, when, ac- 
éording to the provisions «of the constitutional 
amendment, Coroners dre to be elected to hold 
office for four years. All that the Constitution, 
as amended, says is, tiat a Coroner shall be 
elected in 188 to hold office for four Years.

Eva TAYLOR KInGsspurY-LAWRENCE-V AN

AN AMERICAN VESSEL OVERHAULED BY A

THE POSTAL SERVICE. 
POSTMASTER-GENERAL MAYNARD’S REPORT, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 23.—The annual re- 

port of the Postmaster-General is made public. 
It begins with the remark by Mr. Maynard that 
as he took charge of the Department only on 
the 26th of August last be speaks of it historic- 
ally and as he finds it, with Uttle reference to 
bis own administration, which did not commence 
until after the expiration of the fiscal year, 
with whose transactions the present report is 
chiefly concerned. The report presents a large 
amount of statistical information concerning 
the operations of the Department, which bas al- 
ready been published in the abstracts of the ro- 
ports of his subordinate officers. Attention is 
invited to the statement of Assistant Post- 
master-General Brady concerning the 
star service transportation and last 
year’s deficiency as “ worthy of careful consid- 
eration. To have restricted the postal service 
to the meagre appropriation for 1879 would have 
rendered it entirely inadequate to the wants of 
the people.“ 

He says he has carefully reviewed the esti- 
mates submitted by Gen. Brady for the next 
fiscal year’s mail transportation in all its 
branches, and : 

APPROVES ALL OF THEM, 
as being in accordance with the probable re- 
quirements of the service. An appropriation is 
recommended for the continuance of the special 
mail facilities on railroads, such ag extra trains 
with mails only, and acceleration of regular 
trains carrying malis, ete., which the people 
have enjoyed for several years past. 

The report further says: It is not doubted 
that regular ex? frequent means of mail steam- 
ship communication with Mexican, Central 
American, South American, and trans-Pacific 
ports would prove important auxiliaries to. 
American commerge, and I think it would be 
a wise measure of public policy to encourage by 
appropriate legisiation the establishment by our 
citizens of 

AMERICAN LINES OF STEAMERS 

to such of said porta as will in the judgment of 
Congress promote our commercial interests. I 
think it would be adde measure to so amend 
the general law on the. subject as to authorize 
the payment by the Postmaster-General of just 
and reasonable compensation, within the pre- 
scribed maximum limit, and comimensurate with 
the importance of the services performed, to 
such lines of American steamers as may be 
employed under contract by this Department in 
transporting mails of the United States to Mex- 
ican, Central American, South American, and 
trans-Pacific ports. 

THE MONEY-ORDER SYSTEM 
continues to grow in popular favor. The Super- 
intendent of the money-order sy stem suggests a 
plan for the reduction of fees which seems to me 
entirely feasible, and which is commended to the 
attention of Congress. Briefly stated, his plan 
isto reduce the fee for monhey-orders not ex- 
ceéding $5 to five cents, and to eatend the max- 
imum limit of an order from $50 to $100, so that 
the increased commissions received for large 
orders may offset the loss res ulting from the re- 
duced fee for small orders.“ 

The foreign money-order business and opera- 
tions of the letter-carrier system are reported 
in a highly satisfactory condition. 

Mr. Maynard renews the recommendations of 
his predecessor for legisiative authority to ac- 
cept and to carry into effect the provisions of an 
article of the Universal Postal Union Conven- 
tion, concluded at Paris June 1, 1878, respecting 
ne payment of 

LIMITED INDEMNITY 
for registered articles of the Postal Union, the 
origin and aduress of which may be lost or stolen 
during the transmission through the mails; and 
also for such modification of the provisions of 
the act of March 3, 1879, as will authorize tne 
adoption by the Secretary of the Treasury and 
Postmaster-General of regulations providing 
for delivery by mail to addresses at 
offices of destination in the United States, sub- 
ject to payment of customs duties thereon, of 
any packet of dutiable mail matter received in 
the mails from foreign countries. He is of the 
opinion also that authority to transmit and de- 
liver dutiable articles of mail matter to ad- 
dresses through the mail, subject to the pay- 
ment of customs duties thereon, should not be 
restricted to such mail matter as is now ex- 
changeable in the Universal Postal Union mails, 
but should embrace 
ALL ARTICLES OF DUTIABLE MATTER 
received in the mails from other countries. 
POSTAL SAVINGS AND TELEGRAPH. 

The Postmaster-General suggests the estab- 
lishment of a “* postal-savings’' system, and 
also of postal telegraphs, in this country in 
the fullowing terms: 

“One of my predecessors some years since 
recommended the incorporation into the De- 
partment of a system of posta) savings. The 
subject has from time to time occupied the at- 
tention of Congress. For several years the sys- 
tem hus been in operation in the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland and in Can- 
ada. When in London, recently, her Majesty's 
Postmaster-General kindly gave me facilities 
for observing the management of his Depart- 
ment. I learned that the postal-savings system 
bad been remarkably successful, and had oon- 
stantly grown in popular favor. As managed 
in that country, it is the source of some profit to 
the Government. {in this country, [ incline to the 
belief that the system would have advantages 
even greater than in & compact population 
like that of Great Britain. In by far tite larger 
portion of the United States there are no savings 
depositories, and are not likely to be. To the peo- 
ple of those parts the use of the Post- mee for 
this purpose would be f 

A GREAT BOON. 

It would be an additional advantage that ae- 
posits wotild be available at any depository- 

Office in the United States,—an important con- 

sideration with a people % migratory as ours. 
It is believed the system Would interfere little 
with the business of savings-banks, but would 
absorb funds not now deposited in them. Nor 
would the patronage of the Government be 
sensibly increased, since the system would be 
operated by persons already in the public serv- 

ice, with no considerabie addition to the num- 

ber. Your attention and the attention of Con- 

gress is respectfully invited to it. 

THE BRITISH SYSTEM.

EXCLUSIVENESS. 
AS SHOWN BY THE CANUCKS.

WaAsHinG TON, D. C., Nov. 2—A vast amount 
of trouble between this Government and Canada 
has been occasioned by the Dominion Govern- 
meat refusing to permit American vessels, 
Government or otherwise, from rescuing. 
American or other wrecks in Canadian waters. 
The reason is that no vessel can interfere with 
wrecked vessels or material in Canadian waters 
unless permitted by a Collector of Customs. A 
number of American vessels, including the 
revenue-cutter Fessenden, have been put under 
ban and forbidden to navigate Canadian 
waters under this regulation. A good deal of 
correspondence has followed by Secretary 
Evarts and Sir Edward Thornton, but this 
couhtry has not received any satisfaction. All 
complaints by citizens of this Government have 
met with a general denial of the facts by the 
Dominion authorities, although our own Gov- 
ernment has no doubt of the truthfulness of the 
complaints. It cannot proceed in the matter, in 
view of the denial of Canada, without official 
evidence, For this reason, before anything can 
be done, an investigation of the complaints 
must be nad under authority of Con- 
arts. It will probably be frecom- 
mended to Congress at the coming ses- 
sion that an appropriation be made for the pur- 
pose of investigating the alleged outrages com- 
mitted on American vesseis, where masters, 
moved by compassion and the dictates of hu- 
manity, have gone into Canadian waters to res- 
cue wrecked veséels and crews.

PROSPECTS OF AN EARLY SETTLEMENT.

the bill, so that the question was sent 
beck for diplomatic arrangement. It is not 
kuown precisely what terms the present 
British Administration will agree to. The whole 
correspondence will probably be ready for trans- 
mission to Congress with the President's mes- 
sage. This much, however, is known, and that 
is that Lord Granville is much more reasonable 
than Lord Salisbury was, and does not take such 
an offensive attitude towards this country, or, to 
née the language of one of our on diplomatists, 
such an absurd position.”

r the Editor of The Chicago 

CHICAGO, Nov. 21.—Can you allow me a few 
lines in Tur Tutu to give my experience, ob- 
tained while looking over a small portion of 
the city witha view of making a purchase of 
some one desirous of selling out his milk-route, 
as several were advertised for sale, in order to 
avail myself of all that pertained. to the trade 
in handling this article to advantage, so that the 
investment would prove a lucrative and prof- 
itable business to me. I asked for and obtained 
a large amount of useful information from 
those who make it a business to furnish milk in 
large or small quantities to their customers, and 
the following is about the condition of things 
summed up in small space: After the cans of 
milk arrive at the milk depots, where the re- 
taller takes charge of them, they are then left 
in a cool place until the cream is all developed, 
which varies from one to more days Then a 
skimmer made for the express purpose is 
into the can, which holds eight galions. An ex- 
pert skimmer can gather one or more gallons of 
cream. This leaves the milk in rather a crude 
state; this, however, is easily remedied by a so- 
lution in liquid form made from brown burnt 
sugar. An expert in the business can ina few 
minutes turn the color to give it the appear- 
ance of Hod milk. 

The retail dealers assured me this was the 
general practice among milkmen, to water the 
milk, even after it was carefully skimmed. I 
saw it tried several times, and it worked like a 
charm. It is the easiest. thing done,—no hard 
labor aboutit. Put in pony of pure water and 
then the solution of burnt sugar. Some use 
other coloring, but it is conceded this is as good 
as anything else, as sugar could not be any seri- 
ious. Objection, as most good housewives use 
sugar. 

This article, when prepared as above stated, 
retails for from six to seven quarts for 61. 
Where a customer wants twenty quarts for a 
dollar, he gets it with a larger per cent of pure 
water added and more of the necessary coioring. 
lam not finding fault because people buy milk 
and water,—they pay their money and have their 
choice; but the above statements will be found 
to be correct.

The milk inspection is a farce 
in this city. 


Street Pavements. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

Crrcaco, Nov. 22.—I have carefully read Ald. 
Clark’s articie on pavements, and with it his Eu- 
glish correspondence, and I see there are two 
sides to the quescion, and think the readers 
should understand both. 

The Alderman thinks that nearly everything 
is in the foundation, but be is mistaken. Just 
now a pavement is being taken up on Calumet 
avenue, Twenty-first to Tweaty-third street, and 
the foundation is perfect; the one-inch boards 
that were laid twelve years ago under these 
blocks are in perfect condition, and the blocks 
had all rotted at the top and not at the bottom 


or foundation, or they would have punched holes 
in the foundation boards. Now, with an Bu- 
giish foundation, this would have been the same. 
No mending was ever done on this street, and 
yet it it had been done, and properly done, the 
cost would have been greaterin the time than 
the original cost of the pavement. 

Different localities in Chicago require differ- 
ent foundations. Take the South or the North 
Side where the sand is pure, roll and even it up, 
lay two-inch boards, weil tarred on both sides, 
and the foundation will be last As blocks 
rot out they should be replaced. Bat on streets 
like Wabash avenus, which have Deen filled, or 
any otber street inside of the great business 
centre which has been filled with all kinds of 
mixtures, a different treatment is required and a 
proper feundation made for any pavement,— 
stone, block, asphalt. or wood. have fre- 
quently watched the repairs made by Mr. Wal- 
ler’s men of the streets, say Wabash avenue. 
To places that bad sunk and formed a basin 
these men went, with a little gravel, pulled up 
the blocks and reset them with coarse, dry stuff, 
and left the spot covered up with cearse gravel, 
simply making scabs upon the street, to be 
knocked off quickly and ict in water, 
to permeate the place, and rot out both blocks 
and foundation. The repair men were not, and 
never are, furnished with such implements as 
the party who laid the street: No coal-tar, no 
preparation is used. In Europe, it is the con- 
trary. Ihaye watched these things closely in 
London, Liverpool, and Paris, and the other 
large European cities, ever keeping our Chicago 
streets in mind, witha view some day of help- 
ing them if I could. 

e Alderman's friend speaks of the blocks, 
the dead blocks used in London. Let me say 
right here that those blocks are cClose-grained 
and well seasoned, and close-grained blocks are 
as much better than those in common use in 
Chicayo as are the granit blocks than limestone. 
That is a matter for consideration. The wooden 
blo cks used in London or Liverpool are not used 
for economy, but to allay the noise, and in rich 
office and bank districts only, and 1 for one 
have -no| confidence in the longev- 
ity of the wvooden-block pavement, 
either round or square block. If you want to 
see the favorit round block when it is worn out, 

lease goto Washington City and ride over it. 
icago has not yet used. them long enough, and 
Washington has. No street is so uncomfortable 
to ride over as the worn-out round block. 

The Aiderman’s friend writes him in regard to 
taking up stone blocks, and replacing them with 
macadam paving. For information, and with a 
view to contrast the cost of the different sys- 
tems of pavements, it may be well to furnish 
some particulars of the outlay hitherto incurred 
in maintaining the portion of Piccadilly from 
Engine street to Hyde Park Corner (I have been 
overitanumberof times). The area of the 
roadbed is 8,577 supperficial yards; the average 
annual outlay for the past ten years £1,374, or 
38. 24d. per yard; as the traffic increases, I 
think 5s. per yard (81.25 per yard). If converted 
into macadam, in ten years the roadway 
would be in good condition. Citizens of 
Chicago, please see the above cost in the 
ten years time of $12.50 per square yard. In 
this he has not said what was the original cost, 
but gives the cost of making repairs only, and 
keeping the road in good order every day in the 
year, having it as good on the tenth year as on 
the first. 

My impression is, that the asphalt block, such 
as is laid at Washington street crossing, east 
side of State, south trom Field, Leiter & Co.'s, 
and upon Michigan avenue, from Twenty-first 
to Twenty-second street, and in the rear of the 
Music Hall, is the best and most economical 

avement for Chicago. Laid with a proper 

oundation, it can be removed and relaid at 
pleasure, und to watch and keep it exactly up to 
grade, as the English do, in a year’stimea street- 
way would be perfect. New York is removing 
Belgian blocks, and 28 down this asphalt 
block for actual durability, and to reduce noise. 
Peopie who go to New York can see it in front 
of the Windsor Hotel, on Fifth avenue. This is 
exactly the same block made East and brought 
out and laid bere over a year ago by Mr. E. G. 
Wheeler. If the Alderman's friend is right in 
the expense of keeping up a macadam street in 
Piccadilly ot $1.25 per yard per year. a street- 
way would be no less expense than has been the 
present street system of Chicago. 

Now, to go back to the first item, from the En- 
— gentieman to the Alderman. In paving 

iceadilly Hul to Clarges street: This portion 
is at present paved with 9x8 inch Aberdeen 
granit blocks, laid in October, 1864. and, there- 
fore, has been in wear eleven years (I presume 
this should read sixteen years), at a cost of 10. 
Sd.—or 84. 16—per square yard. The repairs have 
cost in that time 24 cents per square yard, mak- 
ing a total of $4.40 per yard; and said pavement 
is now worn out and must be replaced with 
a new one. Now, this pavement on Calumet 
avenue, that is being Po eee use the top 
is worn out (the Piccadilly stone block is to be 
taken up for the same reason), was laid at an 
expense of $1.25 per square yard, while the Pic- 
cadilly was laid at anexpenseof $4.40 per square 
yard, or $3.15 per square yard more than the 
Calumet pavement. 

In all this I conciude that London does not 
know what is the best surface pavement, but 
she does know how to make a foundation, and 
does make them better and more expensive 
than have been our whole pavements; and we 
in the business part of the city will have to pur- 
sue the same plan, and then use stone, wood, 
or asphalt blocks. The Alderman says Chicago 
will not stand the noise that New York, Phila-

‘*GATI’S*” RAILROAD GOSSIP. 

New York, Nov. 2%.—Wjthin two years the 
Cineinnati merchant can go to the City of Mex- 
ico in three days or less. The money is all up to 
build an air-line from Denison, Tex., to Camar- 
go, 500 miles, which is on the Rio Grande River, 
and there the river is to be bridged and the 
railroad pushed 600 miles further to Mex- 
ico, the Capital. The distance from Toledo 
to the City of Mexico by Gould's syetem of rail- 
roads, via Hannibal, Sedalia, and Denison, will 
be 2,140 miles. Cincinnati has a much shorter 
line than this by way of Cairo and Littie Rock; 
but Gould is said to be going to buy Tom Allen's 
railroad. Senator Chaffee says so; but 
the Southern railroads make abomina- 
bly bad time, and the Cincin- 
nati Road connecting with New Or- 
leans will ultimately carry Northern time- 
tables into the South. Camargo is ubout one 
hundred and twenty-five miles west of the Gulf, 
and almost due south ot San Antonio. The 
line from Denison to Camaryo will pass through 
Austin, and possibly may detiect to San Anton io; 
and thus Jay Gould is going t» be the succ essor 
of Cortez, and the Monteztiimas, and Santa Anna. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Sunta Fé Railroad is 
in the field fora line to Mexico, running from 
that city to EI Paso, 1,00) mties long.

Signs of Disintegration. 

‘Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Mapison, Wis., Nov. 23.—When King David's 
child was sick, and he dressed himself in sack- 
cloth and covered his head with ashes and 
tumbled about on the floor of his tent to mani- 
fest his grief, he was not in more distress over 
the situation of the family than the Democratic 
party of Wisconsin is to-day at its present 
status and future prospects. Its prescat con- 
dition is about as deplorable as any of its sturdy 
opponents could wish it; and, as for its future 
outlook, that is a matter which bids defiance to 
all the wisdom of its oldest prophets. There is 
no consolation for that crowd tu the official re- 
turns of the late election just received at tho 
office of the Secretary of State. Garfield's 
majority over Hancock only tacks fifty-seven 
of 30,000. Six of the eight Congressmen are 
Republicans, and one of the two Democrats 
(Deuster in the Fourth District) is elected in a 
district where Garfield has 2,000 majority over 
Hancock. The next Legislature stands: Senate 
—Republicans 24, Democrats 9; Assembly— 
Republicans 79, Democrats 21. Analyzing the 
vote still closer, it appears that Williams, in the 
First District, gained 2,600 over his vote of 1878; 
Caswell, in the Second, more than doubled his 
majority; Hazelton, in the Third, where weak- 
kneed Republicans and sanguine Bourbons 
thought the Democrats were likely to succeed 
this tall, pushed his majority from 200 to 3,400; 
the Fourth was lost to the Republicans by an 
unwise nominauon; the Fifth District (Bragg’s) 
might as well have been carried as not; Guen- 
ther, in the Sixth, where Bouek had a majority 
of 2,626 two years ago, beats Bouck by 2,195; 
Humphrey, in the Seventh District, pushes his 
majority from 2,376 in 1878 to the magnificent 
—— ons of 12,185: and Gov. Pound, in the 
tighth, goes from 1,360 to 5,015. 

FAKING TO THE WOODS. 


With these returns in sight in a State that 
some of the Democratic figurers early in the 
seuson thought mi go for Hancock, and 
which Mr. Barnum wOtid have driven his mules 
intoif be had suceeeded in Indiana, it is not 
strange that the chief Captains and mighty men 
of the party were somewhat disheartened and 
down in the mouth: Theytfeel as the French 
soldiers did after the battle of Waterioo; and, 
now that all hope is gone out of them, they talk 
of abandoning the rotten old bulk of Democ- 
racy, and getting ashore on a raft.

Of this 
number is Prof. A. C. Parkinson, of this city, 
formerly a Professor in the State University, 
but who for the past three years has been 
editor-in-chief of the Democrat, the leading 
Democratic organ of Wisconsin. Two years ago 
he was made Chairman of the Democratic State 
Central Committee and entered upon its duties 
with great industry and confidence, reading 
out of the party all who disagreed wit 
him as to the methods for running the party- 
machine. He was chiefly instrumental in 
bringing his party back from the in- 
flation vagaries of the Bra platform 
of 1877 to the more consistent and honest dec- 
larations of the platform of 1879, in which flat- 
ism was renounced and tne old honest-mone 
doctrines of the party once more enuntiate 
But he saw his party more completely beaten 
thanever.

The Bondsmen Testify on Behalf of the

The trial of the first match-bond case was re- 
sumed yesterday morning in the United States 
District Court. Judge Bangs took the stand, 
and. in answer to Gen. Leake’s final question on 

direct examination, stated that for his serv- 
ices in examining the Wheeler match-bond he 
charged $50, and was puid that amount by Hull 
in person. On cross-examination, he admitted 
that he supposed the money was paid for Wheel- 
er. As for Keep and the Elliotts, he saw nothing 
of them in the transaction. 

A raft of documentary evidence was intro- 
duced, including the original bond, affidavits, 
certified copies of the match-makers’ accounts 
with the Government, and a certified copy of 
the Keep and Elliott application to Secretary 
Harlow for license to organize the new com- 
pany.

BRIDGE ACCIDENTS. 

City Attorney Grinnell received an important 
decision from the Supreme Coart yesterday in 
the case of Gavin vs. The City of Chicugo, in 
which the obligation. to maintain the city 
guards at the bridges is disposed of. This case 
grew out of a suit by William W. Gavin, by his 
next friend, for $3,000 damages for a broken arm 
received at Eighteenth street bridge. The 
plaintiff was a little boy 4 years old. At the time 
of the accident bis father was away from home 
at work and his mother was sick abed, and the 
parents were too poor to employ any one to 
watch the child. The boy while jumping on and 
off the swing-bridge, while turning, had his arm 
broken. After deciding some variations be- 
tween the allegations of the declaration and the 
proof, the Court said: 

So far as the evidence discloses the bridge's 
condition, it was in perfect order, and was han- 
died with usual care and skill. The only com- 
plaint made in the argument is that there was 
no barrier of auy kind at the approach of the 
bridge, and no watchman to guurd the same to 

reveut accident to persons traveling the street. 

ndoubtedly it is the duty of a municipal cor- 
poration to keep and maintain such bridges 
within the corporation limits in a reasonably 
safe condition. When it has done that it has 
discharged its duty to the public in that respect. 
Persons having occasion to pass over such 
bridges must exercise reasonable care for 
their personal safety, and the law has 
laid 2 duty on ail persons. It is not under- 
stood be the duty of such a corpo- 
ration 5 so construct its streets and 
bridge that accidents are impossible to persons 
using them. That would impose u them a 
higber degree of care in this rega 
public weifare demands, Something must al- 
ways be lett to the provident care of the persons 
using them. The bridge in question was reason- 
ably safe to persons using ordinary care. It had 
no barrier at the approach when it was opened 
to allow vessels to pass. But it is not shown 
that any could. have been constructed that 
would have rendered the bridge more secure 
than it was. A number of corftrivances had 
been tried on other bridges in the city, and ali of 
them proved to be worthless for the purposes 
for- which they were designed, It was not 
thought they rendered the bridges any safer, 
and their use was abandoned. No doubt it 
would be possible to place a suflicient guard on 
duty at every bridge that would prevent acci- 
dents to careless people and children who might 
come there to play, or some mechanical con- 
trivance might possibly be constructed that 
would answer the same purpose; but the law 
has not made it the duty of municipal corpora- 
tons to observe such extrordinary care. The 
bridge, in the condition it was then in, was rea- 
sont ly safe for all persons using the slightest 
care for their own safety. No duty rests on the 
} city to make such bridges safe for children to 
plav around or n nor is it expected parents 
will allow their children to occupy such dan- 
rous places as play-grounds, and if they —.— 
See from their homes without the knowledge of 
their parents and sustain injuries at such places. 
it must be attributed to mere accident that no 
care which they are obligated to observe on the 
art of municipal authorities could prevent. 
laintiff eluded the watehful care of his mother, 
and in company with others sought this danger- 
ous locality, and while engaged in boyish sports 
with his little companions sustained painful in- 
jury. It was a mere accident, for which no one 
was really chargeable, and certainly 22 plaint- 
iff no cause of action against defen t. 


THE RIVERSIDE WATER-WORKS. 

Judge Tuley yesterday morning decided the 
motion by the Receiver in the case of Badger 
against the Chicago & Great Western Railroad 
Land Company for a rule on the Board of Trust- 
ees of Riverside to surrender to him the posses- 
sion of the Water-Works in the village. The 
case was argued some weeks ago, and the Judge 
ordered the Trustecs to surrender the Water- 
Works. The defendants, however, refused to 
be beaten, and they wentto work and snowed 
the Judge under wiib a perfect storm of affida- 
vits. He gracefully succumbed, and yesterday 


gave another decision reversing his former one, 
and declining to the Recciver’s 
— Ho the first 

earing he to conclude 
from the extremely loose and indefinit state- 
ments in the defendant's affidavits, that the 
Trustees are now in 22 under a claim 
that the deciention is t roperty of the village 
under a dedication made before tbe suit was in- 
stituted,” that such defense was a mere pre- 
tense without any foundation in fact, and not 
made in wood faith. The dedication was alleged 
to have been made by the Riverside Improve- 
ment Company, or the corporation owning the 
land, baving made maps and plans, showing the 
streets, Water- Works, etc., set apart and appro- 
propriated as water-works to the inhabitants of 
the village. On the second bearing it was shown 
that the original plat of this part of the town 
was recorded before the great fire, show- 
ing among other things the water- 
works. The Trustees claimed the inhabitants 
of the town took possession under such dedica- 
tion, as they had a right to do, and continued to 
hold the Water- Works until the town was reor- 
ganized under the general incorporation law in 
1875. The Receiver contended that shortly after 
his appointment his attorne ven to Riverside 
and got possession of the ater-Works from 
Charies Hoag, who then bad charge under the 
Great Western Railroad Land Company. The all- 
davits of the two parties flatly contra icted each 
other. There was, however, a reasonable founda- 
tion shown for the claim of a dedication. There 
was some doubt whether the Railroad Land 
Company was ever in possession by itself or its 
agents when the suit was begun, oreven whether 
the Receiver had an active legal possession of 
the property. The fact that there was a 
reasonabie doubt whether the Trustees re- 
ceived the possession from the defendant 
or from the Receiver or his agents, was of itself 
a sufficient reason why the Court should not in- 
terfere with such possession in a summary man- 
ner on affidavits. No deed of the property was 
ever made to the Receiver, nor was it described 
in the bill or order appointing him. Heuever 
reported the fact of obtaining possession to the 
Court, nor ever made any report of his domgs. 
The property had been sold, and the time ot re- 
demption had expired, so that the purchaser 
would be entitled to demand possession of the 
Water-Works of the Receiverif he haa them. 
Under ail the circumstances the Receiver was 
not entitied to the assistance of the Court. 
Theré was too much doubt about his rights to 
the possession. The petition would therefore 
be denied, but without prejudice to the right of 
the Receiver to take any proceeding necessary 
in law or equity to get possession of the Water- 
Works, and be could have the leave of the Court 
to commence such suit if he desired to do so, 


A NEW DEPARTURE. 

Judge Tuley -yesterday entered a new rule 
which ought to be followed by all the other 
Judges. On ahd after to-day be announces he 
will hold court daily without intermission from 
10 a. m. to 2 p. m., with the exception of Mon- 
days, when the session will be from 10 to 12:30 
o'clock in the morning aud 2 to 4:30 o'clock in 
the afternoon. This step has been proposed 
several times before by different Judges, and 
Judge Smith is now nearly decided to make the 
change. Judge Jameson is also seriously re- 
voiving the mutter in his mind. It is thought 
that fully as much business can be done in one 
session of four hours as in two of 
five hours when a recess intervenes. Be- 
sides this it will accommodate lawyers 
who can then have two or three hours in their 
office for clients, and responsible jurymen can 
better spare their time when they still have 
some of their business hours left, so that their 
business will not be so completely disarranged 
as is now the case.

DECORATIVE ART. 


Annual Meeting of the Society. 

The annual meeting of the Chicago Society of 
Decorative Art was held in Parlor O, Palmer 
House, yesterday morning, Mrs. Franklin Mac- 
Veagh presiding, and Miss A. V. Hibbard keep- 
ing the minutes. There were about tifty mem- 
bers present. This Society was formed in con- 
nection with the Society of Decorative Artin 
New York, with the same general aim, but with 
a separate and independent management. By 
the exhibition and sale of art work it assists a 
large number of women who are.wholly or par- 
tially dependent upon their labor for support. 
While affording them this assistance it aims at 
raising the standard of their work by giving the 
opportunity for instruction to those who require 
it and by stimulating to elose study of correct 
form and color in connection with the best ac- 
cessible models. Instruction fs given at the 
Society rooms in Kensington embroidery, pencil 
and crayon drawing, painting in oil and water- 
coler, porcelain painting. and wood- 
carving. Orders for art work are taken. It 
is not necessary to be a member in order 
to become acontributor. The membership-tee 
is $5 annually. Meetings are held on the fourth 
Tuesday of every month, except in July, Au- 
gust, September, and December. After the 
regular business is finished a conversation is 
beid upon some appointed topic connected with 
decorative art. he interest manifested and 
the progress made up to this time are-encourag- 
ing, and the donations already received inspire 
the hope that, as the aimsof the Society become 
more generally appreciated, it may be endowed 
with means to offer free scholarships to those 
who by talentand circumstances are deserving 
of such privileges, and that thus in time it may 
embody all those features which distinguish the 
South Kensington School, and render it so use- 
ful in the development of art industries. 

Mrs. Flower, the ‘Treasurer, reported that the 
balance on hand last year was $545.18; receipts, 
$4,460.78; expenses, $4,635.14; balance. $364.98. 
Among the items of receipts were: Memberships, 
$715: — room, $1,464.20; contributors’ 
fund, $1,287. 

Mrs. MacVengh read the annual report of the 
President, from which it appeared that all the 
departments were in excellent condition. She 
recommended that Christmas presents be ob- 
tained as far as possibie from the Society. 

Mrs. Gen. Strong reported that the receipts of 
the embroidery department were $2,437.58 and 
the exvenditures $2,864.63, the excess ot the lat- 
ter being due to the use of a por- 
—4 Of a fund of $500, prev ously provided, for 

urchase of materials. The value of the 
* es on hand was $985.07. There were nine 
steady workers in the department, additional! 
ones bemg called in as occasion required. Three 
persons received gratuitous instrucGeon: others 
were wanted. When competent they receive 
$1 a day for their services. During seven 
months twenty-nine persons had Sakon six les- 
sons in the $5 course, and fifty persons private 
lessons in the $2 course. 

Mrs. Douglas reported that the classes in 
drawing and painting were increasing rapidly. 
and that the Copartnent was in goud financial 
condition. 

Mrs. 1 from the Sommittee on De- 
sign, reported that the classes were very large, 
and that : a lurgwe school was needed. 

Mrs. Beckwith reported that the library con- 
tained seventy or eighty bound volumes, all val- 
uable, and used for purposes of reference. 

Miss Park, the Corresponding Secretary, read 
her report. Five very succeasiul exbibitions 
had been given. In the department of indus- 
tries the number of pupils last year was 2, of 
whom 171 were in Kensington embroideries, 57 
in drawmg and painting, & in porcelain paint- 
ing, and 4 in wood-carving. The salesrooms at 
No. 170 State street were open all the time. Con- 
tributions were received from 252 persons from 
twenty States. Nearty 2.00 articles had been 
= stered, and about 130 orders taken, some for 

ozen pieces. library contained 72 bound 
volu 1 and 51 2 sheets of . 
and 8 pieces Kensington embroidery e 
number of members was 165. largest meet- 
ing was in February, when sixty were present, 
and the smallest in une, when tweaty attended.

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THE TEMPERANCE CAUSE. 


Address of G. W. Bain, of Louisville, 


Ky. 
The Hon. G. W. Bain, of Louisville, Ky., who 


has acquired considerable prominence as a tem- 


perance lecturer, addressed a fair audience last 
evening in the auditorium of the First Baptist 
Church, corner of Thirty-tirst street and South 
Park avenue. The exercises were opened with 
sacred music, after which Mrs. T. B. Carse, 
President of the Women's Christian Temper- 
ance Union, read a Scripture lesson, which was 
followed by a fervent prayer by the same lady. 

Mr. C. S. Lee sang a temperance song. Where 
is My Boy To-Night?””" ina manner which drew 
forth the applause of the audience. Mrs. Curse 
then Introduced the lecturer. 

Mr. Bain said that while he should advocate 
what be believed to be right during bis stay in 
the city he should huve no hard words or abuse 
fer those who dilfered from him in their views 
upon the temperance question. He had no 
temperauce experiences to give the audience, 
so far as personal reminiscences of drinking 
men were concerned, as he had been saved trom 
the baneful effects of liquor tbrough his whole 
life, thanks to the influence of a good mother 
and the church. ‘The 13 then gave some 
statistics of the cost of liquor, and stated that it 
every manin the country would resolve not to 
touch a erop of liquor for even five years, 
America would be the greatest, purest, and hap- 
piest nation on the enrth. When he bo- 
held a 8 spending more ‘money for 
liquer than it for schooi-books and news- 
papers, he believed it time to get excited on the 
temperance question, It was nota question of 
Gog and Magog, but one of grog or no grog: 
and it had come to pass that the American peo- 
ple bad partially discovered the fact. The 
speaker said that the only way to eradicate evil 
of any. kind was to educate and elevate the 
people. Man's moral worth and purity of char- 
acter was the int: insic wealth of the Nation. He 
had never yet seen a man who could prove that

to humanity uvder any circumstances. That 
man could not be found in all the wortd who re- 
gretted that he had not tasted liquor; but many 
could be found he would say “Drink has 
been my curse.” Young men who drank 
sometimes said, We can quit drinking when we 
desire; but the apeaker believed the buast was 
otten made by those who were under control of 
the demon, and in fact unable to stop the use 
of liquor. Drinking men were not always the 
ignorant wretches, but some of the greatest 
niinds of history had gone down to their graves 
6. victims of rum. e quoted Tom Marshall, 
of Kentucky; Dick Yates, Daniel Webster, an 
r A. Poe as the possessors of brilliant “in- 
tellectd, and born leaders uf men, who had been 
utterly unable to withstand temptation, and 
bad died drunkards. 

The speaker believed in absolute sobriety. He 
cautioned the boys to let the cursed stuff alone, 
to be honest, industrious, and sober, and thanked 
God that he lived in a land where a boy of that 
character might win his way from a 
tannery or the tow-pgth to the seat made glori- 
ous and reverent by Abraham Lincoln. The ob- 
ject of his work was to save the young men of 
the country from the horrible consequences of 
intemperance, and he believed the time would 
certainly come when temperance people would 
ma te the laws of the land, and temperance of- 
ficers would enforce them. He predicted in elo- 
quent and glowing language the final triumph 

of temperance peopte, and believed that that 
triumph would be 7 11 by the ballots cf 
the people. Many able men thought it impossi- 
ble to remove the curse of intemperance, but he 
believed with Daniel Webster that nothing was 
impossible with the American people. 

Mr. Bain begred to be excused from making a 
connected discougse, stating that for several 
weeks he had been anit for a sick child whose 
life was trembling in the balance, in conse- 
quence of which he was in no condition mentally 
or physically to do the subject justice, but 
promised after resting from the fatigue of a 
tedious journey to endeavor to interest the peo- 
ple of Chicago in what he termed the

Mr. Bain hails from Bourbon County, Ken- 
tucky, the very centre of the Whisky trade. He 
is a man who has reached middie lite. is 
thoroughly in carnest, and speaks in a anner 
at once interesting and convincing. He has 
come to Chicago at the invitation of the 
Women's Christian Temperance Union, and will 
remain for about three weeks, during which 
time he will address the people in every 
section of the city. He will speak this evening 
in Cook’s Hall, on Wrightwood avenue,in the 
northwestern part of the city, and on Thursda 
evening will deliver un address in Farwell Hall. 

In conuecuon with his reputation as a tem- 
perance worker, it may be said that, during the 
Gubernatorial election in Kansas, when the 
question of prohibition was strongly presented 
to the people. Mr. Bain devoted several weeks 
to canvassing the State, and through his elo- 

uent advocacy of the temperance candidate, 

ov. St. Joho, assisted in electing that gentle- 
man.
